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At that time the owners of the subject land were concerned that 
approval of the By-law would mean that their land would be an 
isolated Rl parcel unsuitable for re-development on its own and 
for this reason objected to that By-law. 


The same concerns respecting By-law 24/75 pertain and I would point 
out that the owners of those lands have never approached my clients 
in an effort to resolve those problems. Further, it is my under- 
standing that Council's normal practice is not to rezone a parcel 
of land where it would leave another parcel in the position that it 
could not be satisfactorily re-developed on its own. Approval of 
By-law 24/75 would seem to run counter to this policy as my clients

remain with a small R1 parcel to the east of which the land is 
zoned ACl. I think it is fairly obvious that the Rl zoning is 
totally obsolete and that the site is too small for individual 


development.

Advertising in the "Mississauga '75" booklet 


Mayor M. L. Dobkin, M.D. and Mr. Frank Markson, 
City Manager 


Early in 1974 the City of Mississauga purchased 

two full pages of advertising space in the 1974 

edition of the Mississauga '74 booklet published 
by the Mississauga Times. 


One page purchased by the Information Office was 
devoted to pictures of Council members and a 
list of events to occur in 1974. It was felt at 
the time of placing the ad that since we had a 
new council it would be worthwhile to make their 
faces familiar to residents in the caty. 


The other page was purchased by Mississauga Transit 
to publicize the transit service in the city. A 
young and growing transit system needs to be promoted. 


In 1975 the city was again approached to purchase 
advertising space in the booklet. 


Upon analysing the advertising needs of the city, 
the Information Officer recommended that the city 
purchase one full page in the booklet. Council 
subsequently authorized the expenditure of $585 
for the advertising space. 


One half of the page will be devoted to a Mississauga 
Transit advertisement and one half of the page will 
be devoted to Recreation and Parks Information -~ as 
mentioned in the Information Officer's report to 
Council dated February Sth, 1975.

It is felt that the above two advertisements 
combined with written copy describing the 

transit service and Parks and Recreation facilities 
and programmes in the city are sufficient enough to 
inform Mississauga residents on the subject matters. 


The net result of the above action is that the city 
in 1975 will save $585 from not having to purchase 
a second page of advertising space. 


In devoting space for Transit and Recreation and 
Parks promotional materials, no allowance was made 
for the publication of council photographs.

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PAYMENT OF ACCOUNTS 


On a motion by Dr. Dobkin, seconded by Mrs. Keenan, the accounts for 
October, November and December, 1974, in the amounts of (October) 
$121,617.48; (November) $131,185.12; and (December) $169,984.65, 
were passed. 


Mr. Ryan reported on the progress being made on the Mississauga 
Valleys and Malton complexes. He told the Board that there would 

be meetings with City Council on the 5th and 12th February to discuss 
Malton and Mississauga Valleys respectively. The Mississauga Valleys 
project was the one farthest under way and it was hoped to have Council 
approval for the general outline of the building and approval of the 
funds to build it. In order for Council to do this, it would be 
necessary to have the Library Board approve the plans prior to the 
12th. Mr. Ryan is to call a special meeting of the Board to do this 
and, if possible, give approval at the same time for the Malton pro- 
ject. Mr. Johnson brought up the question of whether a combination 
of facilities was, in reality, less expensive in price and provided 
greater use than if the facilities were separate. On a motion by 

Dr. Dobkin, seconded by Mrs. Luckevich, the Chief Librarian was in- 
structed to meet with the City Manager in order to define the 
relationships and responsibilities of the library to other city 
facilities and to try to write guidelines for future policy in this 


respect. 


Mr. Ryan was also instructed to come up with an estimated operating 
budget for the next few years, expressed in current dollars. 


The problem of paying the accounts on time was discussed by the 
Board and on a motion by Mrs. Luckevich, seconded by Mrs. Keenan, 
the Board accepted the recommendation for the issuance of weekly 
cheques. The Treasurer will authorize these payments but in her 
absence, Mr. Ryan was given authority for this. 


Mr. Ryan outlined the problems of heat build up in the auditorium 
and, on a motion by Dr. Dobkin, seconded by Mr. Johnson, was authorized 
to arrange for the necessary air conditioning to relieve this problem 


The Chief Librarian was to arrange the date for the official opening 
of Lakeview Library towards the end of February. On a motion by 

Dr. Dobkin, seconded by Mr. Barber, the Audio-Visual Department was 
authorized to sell the computer-—produced film catalogue for $3.50. 
On a motion by Mr. Barber, seconded by Mrs. Keenan, authorization 
was given to pay 100% Health Benefits for all employees not pre- 
ferring other arrangements, in a plan similar to that enjoyed by the 
Civic employees. 


The Chief Librarian reported on land acquisition at Park Royal in 
that, it had not been purchased in 1974 and that $75,000.00 was in- 
cluded in the 1975 capital budget for this. Mr. Ryan was instructed 
to enquire about the possibility of other locations in the immediate 
area. 
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The subject of library locations in shopping plazas was discussed 
again and the Board decided to invite Mr. David Culham to the next 
Board meeting, should he wish to come. Thorne Lodge Park was sug- 
gested as a building site for the Chief Lib rarian to look into. 


Mr. Ryan told the Board that the A.L.A. Conference would be in 
San Francisco this year and that he would like to visit several 
libraries in the middle-west prior to attending the Conference. 


Mr. Boaretti reported on his meeting with the Region of Peel Education 
Liaison Committee, where the integration of library, educational and 
recreational services was discussed. At this meeting it was recom- 
mended that staff reports be received from the various services on 

the possibility of integration. Mr. Ryan was to prepare the report 
for Mississauga Library. 


The five-year building forecast was distributed to the Board showing 
the number of square feet involved in the various building programmes, 
which they had asked to be included.

The purpose of the meeting was to present the preliminary library design 
for the approval of the Library Board, of the Mississauga Valleys Recreation 
complex. 


George Farrow gave the background of the Dunlop, Farrow & Aitken master plan 
which was to serve approximately 50,000 people in the area surrounding the 
complex. He mentioned that all other Boards and Commissions had seen the 
programme and had given their approval. The latest cost estimate for the 
completed complex would be $5,700,000 and would include an arena, library, 
auditorium and meeting rooms, restaurant, health club, day-care centre, 
outdoor pond and skating rink, playgrounds, major sports field, tennis courts, 
the buildings joined together by a central mall area and walk-through gallery. 


Mr. Farrow made his slide presentation of the sketch plans and answered the 
many questions asked by the Board concerning the various relationships. The 
final slide showed a critical path from February 12th through opening of 
tenders at the end of April, to the projected completion in October, 1976. 
Mr. Parrow told the Board that tenders would be called on a pre-qualification 
basis in order to get the project started as soon as possible. He said that 
the library operation would cost approximately $40 a square foot plus the 
architectural fees and that the total complex would probably cost in the 

of $30 a square foot. Mr. Barber pointed out that the library 
was part of an overall master plan and as such, the cost was largely determined 
by that plan. 


In the discussion of the library itself, there was concern about the msulti- 
purpose room and how books were to be delivered into the work areas. Mr. 
Ryan pointed out that staff was well aware of the Board's concerns and that 
there would be no difficulty in solving what few problems had been exposed. 


In further discussing the cost of the library portion, it was felt that 
approximately $450,000 for the actual building, plus the architect's fees, 
plus furniture costs, plus $100,000 for an initial book collection, would come 
within the library's capital funds forecast for 1975, of $700,000. 


Two motions were then passed : on the first, by Mr. Barber, seconded by Mrs. 


Keenan, the Board accepted the plan in principle, as presented, and approved 
the sketch plans of the library's portion of the Mississauga Valleys Community 


Centre.

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Dear Mr. Halliday: 


The Streetsville Historical Society wishes to place on record with your Departuent 
its aims and purposes and hoped-for results with reference to the preservation of 
the original Streetsville burying ground (Queen Street Cenetery) as an historical 
site. 


As you ere aware, the Council of the former Town of Streetsville gave this Society 
$1,000 in December, 1973 to be used as the Society saw fit in connection with the 
Cemetery. As montioned above, we see the proper use as noted and not in fencing, 
putting in paths, landscaping, etc. However, we feel strongly that before we spend 
any of these funds, the site ought to be fenced properly and whatever other major 
construction is necessary, completed. We urge you to consider carrying out these 
steps in your plan as soon as possible, especially the fencing. We are aware of the 
problems that face you, particularly with reference to budget. However, we do hope 
that whatever impetus and priority it is possible to give this pregram, we can count 
on it being given. 


Our interpretation of the preservation of this burying ground as an historical site 
means the maintenance and repair of very old grave markers, the resetting of such 
stones that need it, the relocation of some markers, the search for plot markers and 
stones that have been covered with earth or disappeared through vandd:ism or theft. 


The Society has appointed a Cemetery Committee with Mr. Keith Cowan as Chairman and 
Mrs. Mary Manning and Mr. William Tolton as members. 


The Society proposes to recommend to the Horticultural Society that their three mem- 
ber Cometery Committee join with our and act as a single unit in bringing this pro- 
ject into action and completion.

local realty taxes. In 1968, the same provisions were also 
extended to cover the properties of federal Crown Corporations 
such as Canadian National, National Harbours Board, Air Canada, 
etc.

The program, while an important step in the right 
direction, has been found to be wanting in several areas by 
several municipalities. The following summarizes the most 
important of these shortcomings. 


(a) By virtue of section 2 (a) of the Municipal 
Grants Act, R.S.C. 1970, c.M-15, the Minister 
has the right of final decision as to 
“accepted value" of the property under consi- 
deration. This, we understand, has affected 
several municipalities negatively in the last 
few years. 


(b) Several types of federal properties have 
"tax exempt" status under the Act, which 
results in many cases, in considerable losses 
of revenues for the municipality. These 
exemptions include:

- undertakings for the conservation,

- service buildings such as barracks 
and hangars at defence establishments 
designated by the Minister as “self 
contained". 


(c) Exemption of the business and personal property 
taxes from the calculation of the grant. 


(ad) The service deduction from the main grant to 
give effect to: 


- the cost of those services provided 
directly by the Federal Government, and 


- the cost of those services provided by 
the municipality which are not utilized 
by the Federal Government. 


(e) Crown corporations can use their own discretion 
as to the meaning of the term "full grants-in- 
lieu of taxes”. 


At the last meeting of the Executive Committee and 
National Board of Directors of the C.F.M.M., it was decided 
that the 1975 Annual Brief of the C.F.M.M. to the Federal 
Government should center on seeking improvements in the present 
“grants-in-lieu" formula. In an attempt to obtain the basic 
information to support our recommendations, the Executive 
Director was requested to canvass a sample of municipalities 
in Canada where the Federal Government holds properties to 
determine the extent to which the shortcomings listed above, 
and others, affect them. I enclose a brief questionnaire which 
I would request that your municipality complete and return to 
us as soon as possible (preferably within one month), since it 
is our intention to submit our brief towards the latter part 
of April or early part of May.

This 
licence is a legal requirement to use most of the chemicals used in 
roadside weed spraying.

In making our first application to the new Region of Peel last year, we 
were directed, in your presence, to make application for operating grants 
only to the Region. At that time we had requested capital grants to assist 
us in purchasing four Chrysler Maxi Sport Vans (20 passengers) and we were 
directed to the city council . If you will remember, grants were late 
being processed last year, and it was too late to re-apply to the City of 
Mississauga. 


It is with this background that we apply for capital grants in two areas, 
for a total of $33,695. in 1975.

Dear Mr. Parsons: Re: GRANT PROPOSAL TO REGION OF PEEL 


As you are aware from last year's submission, the South Peel Association 
for the Mentally Retarded, provides services to all Mentally Retarded, 
people and v.heir families who reside in the City of Mississauga from birth 
to death. 


It is one of the few agencies, in this region charged with delivering an 
extremely complex system of service designed to meet the need of individual 
handicaps, and specific age ranges. (Please see Appendix "A") 


We are sure Council has read about the increased emphasis being placed by 

the Provincial Government on developing programmes to allow the mentally 
handicapped to remain in their own community and to expand services enough 

to bring back those who are presently residing in large impersonal institutions 
like the Huronia Regional Centre (Orillia) to their own community. 


The support this Council has given us in the past years grant of $32,000., 
suggests that you are firmly behind such a philosophy and it is with this 
knowledge of support, both moral and financial that we come before you this 
year with a grant request. 


ARC Industries 


We are presently serving 60 adult handicapped people. Our emphasis has 
changed drastically over the last eight months. It is the belief of our 
Board that handicapped people should have a choice of employment much the 
same as the rest of us.

Presently operating out of rented space at Cooksville United Church. This 
facility serves 40 mentally and physically handicapped children between the 
ages of 1 to 5 and operates half-day programmes morning and afternoon, There 
is a staff of eight on this programme and we depend upon 75 to 125 volunteers 


per week to help carry out our pro ° 


One of the high costs of operating this programe, is the need to bus each 
child to the programme, approximately $20,000. per year.

Residential Services 


Given Road House is our first community residence for 11 high functioning adult 
mentally handicapped. This facility has been functioning since August 13, 1974 
and we are extremely pleased with the progress of the individuals and the 
acceptance of the commmity. Although this programme has a budget of $108,666.00, 
we received $82,772.00 from the Province of Ontario and $21,840.00 from residents 
rent leaving only a deficit of $4,053.00. 


However, this Association plans to start a childrens residence in 1975 and the 
pension that allowed the adults to pay $21,840.00 is not available to children. 
Therefore, the Association will be forced to assume a deficit of approximately 
$25,000, 


Administration 


As you can see from this proposal, this agency has grown over the last few years 
to a stage where it is essential to have an administration component. To this 
end, the Association has rented facilities to house an Executive Director, 
Accountant, Secretary and senior staff members. The unfunded portion of this 
unit is: $26,768.00.

RE: Outdoor ice-rink at Thornlodge Park 


As one of the organizers and workers involved in developing and 
maintaining an outdoor ice rink over the last three years at 
Thornlodge Park, | would like to bring to your attention several 
problems that have been encountered. 


As you know the ice surface has been established on the pavement 
of the tennis courts in the park. This has caused two problems. 


The first problem deals with trying to maintain ice on the 
pavement. On any sunny day or mild day the pavement quickly 
absorbs heat and melts the ice, even though the temperature 

is below freezing. Also because of the curved surface of the 
pavement the water when it melts runs off quickly and destroys 
any base that has been built up. As a consequence, the large 
amount of effort by members of the community in establishing 

the rink results in only about 10 to 20 skating days per winter. 
This situation of course is quite unsatisfactory both for the 
workers and the users of the rink. 


The second problem deals with the damage that is done to the 
tennis court surface. This damage is caused by three factors. 
The constant thawing and freezing of ice creates cracks in the 
pavement. The skates breaking through the soft parts of the 
ice caused by the pavement heating up also causes damage. The 
snow plow in clearing the snow also scrapes the surface. The 
damage done to the surface has to be fixed every spring causing 
expenditures that should not be necessary. 


Therefore it would seem that creating an ice surface on the tennis 
courts does not provide acceptable skating conditions for the 
community and at the same time damages the courts causing 
unnecessary additional expenditures. 
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| would therefore recommend that an alternative ice surface be 
developed and established in Thornlodge Park that would provide 
some acceptable form of skating. The fact that there are many 
children (and adults) from the surrounding apartments, town- 
houses and houses that would use the skating facilities and that 
every year there has been a large group of volunteers willing to 
maintain the ice would dictate that some acceptable facilities 
should be developed.
